The Mosquito'* Poison Glands. 


Th3 bloodthiisty mustroito is not ma- 


levolent, as he ia commonly described, 11 
we may accept the investigations ol 
Professor George MacLoskie. He has 
been able, by staining and dissection, to 
show that tho poison gland is one of 
three minute glands (tho others being 
ordinary salivary glands) on each side of 
the head, and connected with a minute 
duct-which traverses the length of the 
long pointed piercer which forms an im 
portant portion of the mouth parts o 
theimusquito. Thewriter maintains tha 
this fluid is intended mainly to preven 
the coagulation of the proteids of plants 
which the animal sucks from the tissues, 
and that its poisonous effect upon other 
animals is only secondary. If BO.^it 
would perhaps follow that it Is not in- 
troduced into the human flesh as a poison. 
It is difficult to see what purpose the ir- 
ritating effect of the bite upon othei 
animals can serve the musqvuto, since it 
must make the chance of its getting 
nourishment from the blood of other 
animals many times less than it other- 
wise would be. It may bo worthy of in- 
quiry whether the irritating effect is not 
incidental and perhaps only occasional,

Entrance to all trotting and tunning races to 


close with the Secretary at 9 o'clock P. H. on 
Tuesday, August 20,1869. 


All entries to be made in writing, to give MX* 


color and marks of horses. Also name and resi- 
dence of owner, and in running races colon to b* 
worn by rider, and any other particulars that will 
enable tho audience to distinguish the horse la the 
race. 


Write "Entries to Races." on outsideof envelope 


and seal. 
Entrance fee ten per cent of parse, to accompany 


entries. 
In all races, 0 or Uiore to enter and 3 or more to 


start. 
National Association rules to govern trotting, 


but the Board reserves Ibe rlcht to trot heat* of 
any two classes alternately, if necessary to finish 
any day's racing, or to trot a special race between 
the heats, ox change the order of races advertised 
for any day. 
Unless otherwise ordered by the Board, no horto 


IB qualified to be entered In auy outrict race (hat 
has not been owned and kept In the District six (C| 
months prior to tho day of the race, and any eutry 
by any person of any dlsqutlnied horso shall be 
nuld liable for the entrance fee contracted, without 
any right to compete for a puroe, and shall be held 
liable to penalties prescribed by the National A». 
aoeiatlon and Rules ol the State Agricultural So. 
clety and expulsion from the Association, 


If, in the opinion of the Judges, any race cannot 


bo completed on the closing day ot the Fair, it 
may be continued or declared off at the option of 
the Judges. 
In all races noted above, five or more paid U|> 


entries required to fill and three or more horaetto 
start, but the Board reserves tbe right to hold en- 
tries and start a race with a less number and de- 
duct a proportionate amount of the puree. 


When less than the required number of starters 


appear they may contest for the entrance money, 
to be divided as follows: 66!j to tbe first and 33H 
to tbe second. 
Rule* of the Stsle Agricultural Society to gov- 


arn running races escept where conditions named 
are otherwise. 
The Board reserves tho right to change the order 


ot each day's races. 
Any person not Intendloc to start his horse must 


notify the Secretary in writing on or before 6 
o'clock the evening previous to the day of the race. 


Horses entered in races can only be withdrawn 


by consent of tho Judges. 
For a walk-over'in any race a horse shall be en* 


titled only to his own entrance fee and one-half of 
the entrance received from the other entries for 
said purse; and a horse winning a race entitled to 
first money only, except when distancing Ibe field, 
then entitled to first and third moneya only. A 
borcc wins but one money under any other cir- 
cumstances. 
Tho attention of all parties Interested is partic- 


ularly called to the rules of tho National Trotting 
Association, under tho provisions of which, ex- 
cept as otherwise specified, all mature npperlaln- 
ini; to tho trotting races will be conducted
